| that the Duke had fairly slapped Par- 
liament in the face, and humiliated it 
as no Parliament was ever humiliated 
before. On the other side, Sir J. A. 
McDonald insisted that instead of 4 
humiliation it was a triumph. Imper- 
ial. action had been secured, a thing 
| steadily refused for years.. ‘The Im- 
| perial Government had not returned | 
a negative reply to the Address, but 
had promptly undertaken to negotiato 
| for the surrender of the Territory by 
the Hudson Bay Company. Mr. Me- 
Kenzie, a very prominent member of 
the Opposition, took a middle view. 
The Toronto Globe has a leading arti- 
cle upon the subject, in which we think 
a too desponding view is taken. Our 
contemporary says:—“The whole tone 
of the Duke of Buckingbam’s des- 
patch is more like what might have 
been expected from the Governor of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, than 
from a British Statesman at this time 
of day, and oceupying the position 
| which the Duke at present holds. He 
talks of the rights of that Company 
as unquestionable and very extensive. 
If they are so manifest, why could not 
the company, like any other corpora- 
tion, seek its remedy by establishing 
these injordinary course of law? It 
the Dake of Buckingbam knows any- 
thing like what he ought to know, on 
thisubjeet, he must-be aware that 
maky lInwyers of the first suintieg| 
hold:that the company has scarcely 
avy rights under the charters of which 
so much is made. At any _rateit is not 
his part to assume the position of the: 
company’s advocate, or to say that it 
should be treated more favorably than 
any other body of traders. This, how- 
ever, is not all. The Duke not mere- 
ly says the company must be satisfied 
before any steps are taken towards the 
opening up of the North-West terri- 
tory, but he shadows forth an arrange- 
ment such as may well give it satis- 
faction indeed, seeing it virtually se- 
cures its perpetuation. All this is ve- 
ry tantalizing, though not different 
from what might bave been expected. 
4 Wire-pulling is not abolished in Brit- 
ain any more than on this continent, 
and the British Colonial Secretary in 
this case happens not-to be the puller, 
but the pulled. It is at such a time as 
this in the history of British North 
America especially necessary that 
thiose who oceupy the Colonial office 
should be Statesmen who can in some 
good measure appreciate the moment- 
ous characfer of the interests at stake, 
and can address themselves to the ar- 
rangement with the’ breadth of view, 
and the vigor and decision of action 
bécoming those who are conversant 
with important national transactions, 
and not with the hesitancy, irresolu- 
tion, and littleness of those who have 
no opinions of their own, but such as 
may have been suggested by interest- 
ed partizans, or selfish but wealthy 
corporations, and who show that they 
are more at home in copying a regist- 
er than in ruling an Empire, in plead- 
ing for.an indefensible monopoly, than 
in arranging for the well-being of the 
inhabitants of the third of a Contin- 
ent.” For ourselves, we are disposed 
to indulge in @ more hopeful view of 
tLe subject. Of course it is very an- 
noying to discover that the nice little 
arrangement by which Canada was to 
bave jtaken possession, leaving the 
company to prove its claims in the 
Courts of the country, bas turned out 
amyth.
